THREE hundred and fifty years of racing his¬ 
tory will be celebrated in and around New¬ 
market this year for a monumental anniver¬ 
sary 

This year marks 350 years since King 
Charles II brought racing to Newmarket in a 
move which changed the future of the town 
forever. 

When the King returned to Newmarket in 


1666, he brought with him the phenomenon 
of “organised modern racing”, with spring 
and autumn meetings becoming annual fix¬ 
tures. 

Since then, the sport has continued to grow 
in Newmarket and earned the town the title 
of Horseracing HQ. 

And to celebrate, a #WeAre350 campaign 
has been launched with dozens of events 
planned throughout the racing season. 


These will include: 

■ A day of free racing for Cambridgeshire 
and Suffolk residents for the first day of the 
Craven festival on Tuesday, April 12 

■ A limited number of free tours with Dis¬ 
cover Newmarket for CB8 postcode residents 

■ An unveiling of a statue of King Charles 
II at the fuly Course, before it moves to the 
Rowley Mile later this year 

■ A statue of the Queen set to be unveiled 


on Birdcage Walk near to the Rowley Mile 

■ A special running of the Town Plate to 
commemorate it as Newmarket’s oldest race 

■ A 350 year themed carnival 

■ A Duxford flypast in recognition of rac¬ 
ing continuing throughout wartime, and 
much more. 

Amy Starkey, regional director east for 
Jockey Club Racecourses, said: “This is 350 
years of Newmarket making history 

“We want to protect the legacy of our town 
and further recognise it as the global head¬ 
quarters of racing. We want to raise the pro¬ 
file of Newmarket. 

“Through the 350 year celebrations we 
can educate the town at all levels about what 
makes our town so special and iconic. 

“We have been on a 350 year long journey” 

A new website has been launched to cel¬ 
ebrate the occasion - weare350. co. uk - which 
features a timeline of events since racing be¬ 
gan in Newmarket in 1660. 

Residents will also be asked to add their 
own memories to the timeline - whether it’s 
your child taking their first steps on the Row- 
ley Mile, or perhaps you got engaged at The 
July Course. 

The racecourse will be launching their own 
limited edition 350 years Monopoly board, 
in conjunction with Hasbro, which will see 
training yards filling the spaces, and players

Extremist planned 
attack on RAF 


soldiers, court told 


AN ALLEGED Islamic ex¬ 
tremist talked about carry¬ 
ing out a terror attack on 
US soldiers outside RAF 
Mildenhall and Lakenheath, 
similar to that on Fusilier 
Lee Rigby, a court has heard. 

Delivery driver Junead 
Khan, 25, described creat¬ 
ing an accident involving 
vehicles carrying American 
military, weeks after driving 
past bases RAF Mildenhall 
and RAF Lakenheath, pros¬ 
ecutors claim. 

His trial heard he used an 
encrypted messaging app 
called SureSpot to talk with 
a man calling himself Abu 
Hussain, who the prosecu¬ 
tion allege was Junaid Hus¬ 
sain, a Briton in Syria. 

In messages from fuly 5 
last year, Khan, from Lu¬ 
ton, told Hussain: “When I 
saw these us (sic) soldiers 
on road it looked simple 
but I had nothing on me or 
wouldve (sic) got into an ac¬ 
cident with them and made 
them get out the car.” 

Abu Hussain replied: 
“That’s what the brother

done with Lee Rigby.” 

He went on to say he 
would send lunead Khan a 
manual for making a “pres¬ 
sure cooker bomb”, adding: 
“It’s best to have at least pipe 
bombs or pressure cooker 
bomb in a backpack in case 
something happens - so you 
can do isthishadi bomb in 
case they try arrest you.” 

Prosecutor Max Hill QC 
told Kingston Crown Court 
in London: “This is an in¬ 
dividual (Khan) who is a 
delivery driver who is go¬ 
ing to the perimeter fences, 
on occasion, of US bases in 
this country. What does that 
mean? It’s perfectly clear 
from the response ... ‘That’s 
what the brother done with 
Lee Rigby’.” 

Mr Hill said an isthishadi 
bomb was a “suicide bomb”, 
adding: “That is what Junaid 
Hussain is advising, to do a 
suicide bomb in case they 
(police) try to arrest Junead 
Khan.” Khan’s work as a 


driver for a pharmaceutical 
firm legitimately took him 
to East Anglia in May and 
June 2015, the court heard. 
During these trips he drove 
close to bases operated by 
Usaf, the prosecution allege. 
He was arrested on July 14. 

Junead Khan is charged 
alone with making prepara¬ 
tions for attacking military 
personnel in the UK be¬ 
tween May 10 and July 14 
last year, which he denies. 

He is on trial alongside his 
uncle, Shazib Khan, 23, with 
whom he is jointly charged 
with making preparations 
for travelling to Syria to fight 
for Islamic State (IS). 

The pair deny engaging 
in conduct in preparation 
of terrorist acts between 
August 1, 2014, and July 15, 
2015. 

The prosecution claim 
that Junead planned to trav¬ 
el to Syria with his relatives 
but altered his plan to focus 
on an attack in the UK, ei¬ 
ther on British or US service 
personnel. 

The trial continues.

Dobbo to return home a

CAMBRIDGE United fan Si¬ 
mon Dobbin hopes to return 
to his Mildenhall home next 
week for the first time since 
he was attacked almost a 
year ago. 

Simon’s wife, Nicole, has 
spoken to the News about 
her husband’s attack and 
how his and his family’s lives 
have been changed forever. 

Simon was attacked af¬ 
ter watching Cambridge 
United away last March by a 
group of Southend fans as he 
walked to the train station. 

He suffered serious inju¬ 
ries and has spent the past 
year in Southend Hospital 
and Addenbrooke’s, and is 
now at a neurological care 
unit in Norwich. Nicole told 
of the moment she heard 
about the attack and rushed 
to Southend. 

She said: “I still thought I 
would get there and he would 
be awake. It was shocking to 
see. He was on a ventilator 
and was in an induced coma. 
It was life changing. 

“There were three times 
when I was told he was not 
going to make it. He has 
pulled through and he is 
alive - but he doesn’t have a 
life.” 

Simon has been on a long 
road to recovery but is still 
unable to move his hands 
and is fed through a tube. He 
cannot walk and although 
he used to repeat words back 
to his family, has also now 
stopped talking. 

“Simon has a traumatic 
hypoxic brain injury that can 
take up to a year to heal,” 
Nicole said. 

“The brain can find new 
pathways so he may be able 
to do things in future that he 
can’t do at the moment.” 

The family hope that 
bringing Simon home to 
Mildenhall will help with his 
progress - but need to raise 
£20,000 to get their home 
adapted for Simon’s needs. 

And now, friends, family 
and residents from the area

are joining together to take 
on a 12-mile walk - one mile 
to mark each month since 
he was attacked - to raise 
money. While the NHS will 
fund up to £30,000 worth of 
adaptations, it is hoped they 
can raise more to give him 
the best care and equipment 
for his home. 

Simon’s friend, Craig Watt, 
will be taking part in the 
walk, leaving from The Half 
Moon pub in Mildenhall at 
10am on March 20. 

He said: “Simon came out 
to watch a football match 
and got left for dead. They 
have beaten the life out of 
him. 

“He is going to be in a 
wheelchair so they need to 
make their home wheelchair 
accessible and put stairlifts 
and things in.” 

The family also hope to 
be able to convert their din¬ 
ing room into a bedroom for 
Simon and create a wetroom 
on the ground floor of their 
home. 

Craig said that they had 


received donations from 
Cambridge United fans and 
the support of Simon’s other 
club, Liverpool. 

And Nicole said the sup¬ 
port of the community 
continues to stun her. She 
added: “It just goes to show 
you really don’t know the 
community you live in until 
something like this happens. 

“People have been really 
amazing and I don’t think I 
could have managed with¬ 
out their support. 

“It is very bittersweet.” 

While they are over¬ 
whelmed by support from 
residents, Nicole said the 
family resents those who 
committed the attack. 

She said: “Deep down, I 
thought Simon would wake 
up and everything would be 
back to normal. 

“We resent the fact that 
this happened to an in¬ 
nocent man. These people 
need to be made an example 
of. Simon is not lucky but 
he is alive - the next person 
might not be that lucky.

“It is sickening that an inno¬ 
cent man can go out for a day 
and on the way home this hap¬ 
pens. I was texting him at 7.30 
to say ‘hope you’ve had a good 
day’ and in the meantime this 
was happening to him.” 

Nicole added: “If one person 
sees what happened to Simon 
and doesn’t get involved in it 
[football violence] then that’s a 
bonus. 

“It could happen to them - 
one day it could be them and 
their family’s lives changed in 
a moment and they could be 
fighting for their lives. There 
is resentment that our futures 
have changed but we have to 
make new futures now. I still 
have my husband and we will 
make it work.” 

A total of 14 men were ar¬ 
rested following the attack. One 
was released without charge 
and 13 others have had their 
cases sent to the Crown Pros¬ 
ecution Service.

Man admits 
robberies in 
town centre 

A MAN from Newmarket has 
pleaded guilty to robbing a bank 
and a travel agent in the town. 

Joseph Walker, 52, of St Mary's 
Square in Newmarket appeared 
at Ipswich Crown Court where he 
pleaded guilty to the two robberies. 

He also pleaded guilty to 
possessing an imitation firearm and 
threatening unlawful violence. 

No cash was stolen from 
Premier Travel in The Guineas 
on November 17, but more than 
£2,000 was stolen from Lloyds 
Bank on the High Street. 

He pleaded not guilty to 
possession of a bladed article 
and affray. He was remanded in 
custody following the hearing and 
will be sentenced on February 25.

Robin wins seat 
on county council

ROBIN Millar has won a seat 
on Suffolk County Council 
after polling the most votes 
at a by-election last Thurs¬ 
day. 

Robin, a conservative, 
who already sits as a district 
councillor and is the deputy 
leader of Forest Heath Dis¬ 
trict Council, won the New¬ 
market and Red Lodge ward 
seat by 150 votes. 

He was up against Roger 
Dicker for Ukip, Tim Huggan 
for the Liberal Democrats, 
Andrew Appleby for the 
West Suffolk Independent 
Party and Michael Jefferys 
for Labour. 

The Conservatives took 
644 votes, Ukip took 494 
votes, Liberal Democrats 
had 76 votes, the West Suf¬ 
folk Independent Party had 
123 votes, and Labour took 
284 votes. 

The turnout was 18 per 
cent, with 1,625 ballot pa¬ 
pers issued. 

Cllr Millar said he was “de¬ 
lighted” with his election. 
He said: “I am really pleased 
people would put their trust 
in me and I will work really 
hard. 

“I look forward to meeting 
people and I’m really grate¬ 
ful to people who voted.” 

He said his first priority 
would be schooling, partic¬ 
ularly in Red Lodge. 


He said: “School places is 
a real concern and we have 
to look at when there will 
be enough school spaces in 
Red Lodge. 

“Parents have moved 
there because of the provi¬ 
sion. It’s an exciting place to 
come to in this part of the 
world and there will be more 
houses being built. 

“But we need to be asking 
questions and raising con¬ 
cerns that there needs to be 
enough school spaces here.” 

And he will also be looking 
at transport and travel - in¬ 
cluding how fast some driv¬ 
ers travel and the state of the 
road surface. 

He added: “We need to 
have serious conversations 
with the police about how 


they can enforce speeding 
laws. That’s really impor¬ 
tant.” 

Cllr Millar’s first achieve¬ 
ment was finalising a date 
for pothole repairs at the top 
of the Bury Road. 

Repair work on the holes, 
which are a “complete fail¬ 
ure of the road surface”, will 
start on March 21 and will 
take a few nights. 

Cllr Millar will be also 
be looking at a more regu¬ 
lar service for the trains in 
Newmarket, as well as a 
three carriage service for the 
town, he said.

A 16-YEAR-OLD girl who 
is missing from her home 
in West Sussex could be in 
Suffolk or Cambridgeshire. 

Zahra Mathew-Evans 
was last seen at her home 
in Angmering, at 2pm on 
Tuesday, February 16. 

Police are appealing to 
residents of Cambridgeshire 
and Suffolk to keep a look 
out for the teenager as she 
is known to have links to the 
counties, as well as Sussex 
and Essex.

Animal Health Trust issues warning over dog treats 


MORE dogs are going to the vet 
with kidney problems due to 
the ingestion of treats, a local 
organisation has said. 

The Animal Health Trust, in 
Kennett near Newmarket, has said 
dried jerky treats are causing kidney 


problems - with dogs showing a 
decreased appetite, increased thirst 
and increased need to urinate. 

Many of the dogs affected 
had eaten the dried jerky treats, 
specifically chicken or duck, which 
were imported from China. 


The cause is unknown but blood 
and urine testing indicate a rare 
kidney disorder. 

If dog owners have noticed any of 
the signs in their dogs, they should 
make an appointment with their 
vets, the AHT said. No specific toxin 


has been identified as the cause. 

Mellora Sharman, clinician at the 
AHT, said: "The important thing is 
that most dogs respond well if the 
treats are removed from their diet 
promptly after noticing the clinical 
signs."

COURT 

Conman took 
£10k to fund 
gambling habit 


A CONMAN cheated resi¬ 
dents out of nearly £10,000 
to fund his gambling addic¬ 
tion, a court was told. 

Samuel Jackson, of High 
Street, Soham, was working 
as a landscaper and contrac¬ 
tor in and around Cambridge 
when, between June last year 
and February, he defrauded 
several people out of a total 
of £8,862. 

Jackson promised his ser¬ 
vices, securing deposits and 
agreeing to carry out a range 
of jobs, from repairing fenc¬ 
es to installing patios. 

After receiving the deposit, 
Jackson either did not do the 
work agreed or only com¬ 
pleted a portion of it. 

Appearing at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court, Jackson 
pleaded guilty to multiple 
counts of fraud by false rep¬ 
resentation. 

The court heard Jackson 
had needed the money to 
pay for a gambling addic¬ 
tion. 

“Clearly, this is a very seri-

ous offence,” said chairman 
of the bench, Richard Torfitt. 
“The level of offending has 
impacted on a large number 
of people who put their trust 
in you. You abused that trust. 

“It shows the corrosive ef¬ 
fects of a gambling addic¬ 
tion.” 

A spokesman for Trad¬ 
ing Standards at Cam¬ 
bridge County Council, who 
brought the prosecution, 
said Jackson had not tar¬ 
geted the elderly or vulner¬ 
able and that this type of 
fraud was difficult to guard 
against. 

“We received complaints 
from a lot of people,” said the 
spokesman. “His work was 
mainly landscaping. What 
he was doing was going to 
see the customers, agreeing 
what they wanted done and 
taking a deposit. 

“On a number of occa¬ 
sions, the work was not done 


and the money, rather than 
being spent on materials for 
the job as it ought to be, was 
spent in improper ways. 

“It was not old or vulner¬ 
able people. They were all 
manner of people from all 
walks of life.” 

The spokesman said that, 
in most cases they would 
recommend people use ac¬ 
knowledged good traders 
or that they look for people 
who come well recommend¬ 
ed before offering a deposit 
for work. 

Jackson was sentenced 
to 20 weeks imprisonment, 
suspended for a period of 12 
months. 

He was also ordered to un¬ 
dertake J00 hours of unpaid 
work and to pay back the 
money to the victims. 

Mr Torfitt said: “You must 
take responsibility for this 
offending behaviour. It’s 
good you are taking steps 
to address your gambling 
on your own. That weighed 
heavily in your favour.”

Air strikes from RAF Lakenheath

A United States air strike on an Islamic State 
training camp in Libya was launched from 
RAF Lakenheath on Friday, the Defence Sec¬ 
retary has confirmed. 

Michael Fallon said he authorised the use 
of the base to launch the strike, which is be¬ 
lieved to have killed 40 people according to 
local estimates, with more wounded. 

US officials said it was “likely” that promi¬ 
nent Tunisian extremist Noureddine Chou- 
chane was killed in the strikes. 


The camp in Sabratha lies around 70km (43 
miles) west of Tripoli, near the Tunisian bor¬ 
der. 

Mr Fallon said: “I welcome this strike that 
has taken out a Daesh (Islamic State) training 
camp being used to train terrorists to carry 
out attacks. 

“I was satisfied that its destruction makes 
us all safer and I personally authorised the 
use of our bases.” 

A key Tunisian extremist is believed to have 
been killed in the attack on the camp, near 
the Tunisian border. 

US officials added that around 60 militants 
were present at the site when the war planes 


struck. 

In Libya, local officials estimated that more 
than 40 people were killed with more wound¬ 
ed. 

The Obama administration has previously 
vowed to strike key IS targets in Libya when 
opportunities arise, however, the strike did 
not appear to mark the start of a sustained 
US air campaign in the country. 

Earlier this month UK foreign office min¬ 
ister Tobias Ellwood confirmed that RAF war 
planes have already been involved in flying 
missions over the country but gave no further 
details. 

He said the UK was prepared to provide ad¬ 


vice, support and training to the Libyan mili¬ 
tary if political agreement could be reached 
on the formation of a new government of na¬ 
tional unity. 

But he said there were no plans to commit 
British troops directly against IS. 

RAF Lakenheath is home to the 48th Fight¬ 
er Wing of the US Air Force.

Brown bin charge 
is ‘too expensive’ 


A RESIDENT of West Suf¬ 
folk has branded new 
charges for brown bins 
“too expensive” when 
compared against the cost 
of providing the service. 

The resident, who did 
not want to be named, said 
the figure given by For¬ 
est Heath District Council 
of £500,000 in additional 
costs to remove the brown 
bins was “flawed”, with a 
£40 charge for residents 
bearing “no relation to the 
actual costs of providing 
the service”. 

The charge comes after 
funding was cut by Suf¬ 
folk County Council, with 
the council claiming they 
would need to find an ex¬ 
tra £500,000. 

However, the resident 
said that while an assump-

tion claimed the price of 
composting green waste 
would rise from £34.11 per 
tonne to £46 per tonne, 
the disposal of green waste 
had actually fallen. 

The resident said: “A 
more realistic assumption 
today would be a cost of 
£24.50 per tonne. 

“Recalculating on this 
basis demonstrates that 
the additional cost to West 
Suffolk would be signifi¬ 
cantly lower - in the region 
of £78,000.” 

They said that this 
would be a charge of £1.01 
per property and even if a 
sum of £46 per tonne was 
correct, that would be 
£6.45 per property. 


The resident added: 
“Whether the additional 
cost to the councils is £1.01 
per property or even £6.45 
per property as originally 
assumed, it is unclear why 
residents are being asked 
to pay the much higher 
figure of £40 per year for 
this service. 

“The flawed figure of 
£500,000 in additional 
costs is still being used by 
councillors to justify re¬ 
moval of the free service 
even though it is now clear 
that this figure is com¬ 
pletely wrong. 

“Residents are being left 
with the headache of how 
to dispose of a brown bin 
that they may not want or 
afford.” 

However, the council 
said that the resident’s fig¬ 


ures had been based on 
more than 70,000 house¬ 
holds - and the service was 
opt in, meaning all 70,000 
would not be paying. 

A spokesperson for 
FHDC said: ““Asking only 
those people who want 
the convenience of having 
their garden waste picked 
up from their homes to 
pay for it is fairer than put¬ 
ting the cost on to every 
household in West Suffolk. 

“The £40 a year will help 
to reduce the overall cost 
of dealing with our waste.”

Bid to give town 
traders a boost 


FIRMS in Newmarket will 
have a chance to cast their 
votes next month to decide 
whether the town launches 
a Business Improvement 
District (BID) for local trad¬ 
ers. 

The Newmarket BID plan, 
first launched in fanuary 
2015, is aimed to “improve 
the local trading environ¬ 
ment” for the town centre. 

Business owners will be 
asked to pay an annual 
levy, if they are worth over 
£5,000, which will be used 
to carry out improvements 
and launch new services 
with the aim of encouraging 
people to visit. 

A total of £240,000 will be 
invested in Newmarket per 
year, with the BID lasting 
a maximum of five years. 
More than £1 million will be 
spent in the town in total. 

Priorities for Newmarket 
include reducing business 
costs by centrally negoti¬ 
ating things such as waste 
management and recycling, 
insurance and advertising,

promoting Newmarket to a 
wider audience with a web¬ 
site and social media chan¬ 
nels, new events to increase 
footfall and improving the 
town’s street scene. 

Di Robertshaw, chairman 
of Newmarket Retailers As¬ 
sociation, said: “We are now 
at a turning point. We need 
to come together as a busi¬ 
ness community to make 
the improvements and 
changes that Newmarket 
needs to remain competi¬ 
tive. A BID will give us the 
opportunity and sustain¬ 
able funds to do that. 

“Our town has an excel¬ 
lent offer for those that 
live in and visit Newmarket 
- from unique independ¬ 
ent shops to national retail 
stores, history, visitor at¬ 
tractions, a great variety 
of places to stay, eat and 
drink, events, not to men¬ 


tion famous horse racing 
heritage. 

“But it needs help. I fully 
support this new initiative 
as our only option to ensure 
success for our town centre 
and to improve the environ¬ 
ment in which we trade.” 

To be implemented, 
50 per cent of businesses 
asked must vote in favour of 
the BID and those that vote 
yes must represent a “great¬ 
er total rateable value” than 
those who vote no. 

Payment of the BID levy is 
then mandatory and busi¬ 
nesses are not able to opt 
out. The levy starts at £100 
for businesses with a ratea¬ 
ble value of between £5,000 
and £7,500 and goes up in¬ 
crementally to £10,000. 

Eligible businesses will be 
receiving their ballot papers 
from March 3 and must be 
returned by March 31, with 
the result on April 1. 

Forest Heath District 
Council will be discussing

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NEW gallops and a trotting ring in 
Newmarket are being proposed. 

Jockey Club Estates have submit¬ 
ted an application for more gallops 
on Warren Hill. 

A new trotting ring has also been 
proposed for Warren Hill, with the 
aim that it would be more accessi¬ 
ble for the 12 training yards located 
along Old Station Road, All Saints 
Road and at the bottom of Warren 
Hill. 

The design and access statement 
submitted by the Jockey Club said: 
“The training grounds are essen¬ 
tial to the reputation and success 
of the industry and its potential for 
further growth. Over the last five 
years (2010 to 2015) horse numbers 
using the training grounds have in¬ 
creased from a monthly average of 
2,172 horses to 2,529, an increase of 
over 16.4 per cent.” 

The trotting ring is required be¬ 
cause the existing one at the Sever- 
als is “heavily used” and “close to 
full capacity” at peak times of the 
morning, they said. 

The organisation hopes that 
the new ring would improve road 


safety. The statement added: “The 
proposed trotting rings on Side 
Hill would negate the need to cross 
these roads, reducing the number 
of horses crossing each road by up 
to 638 trips, increasing safety and 
improving traffic flow.” 

New gallops would also assist 
with the “safe training and move¬ 
ment of horses using the Warren 


Hill training facilities”, the state¬ 
ment said. 

It added: “The two existing gal¬ 
lops on Warren Hill have reached 
full capacity. As a result, the areas at 
the bottom of the gallops are now 
regularly becoming congested, es¬ 
pecially at peak times due to horses 
having to wait to use the existing 
gallops. 


“This is leading to concerns over 
the health and safety of horses, 
jockeys, motorists and pedestrians, 
especially when the horses back up 
towards Moulton and Bury Road.” 

Newmarket town council had no 
objections to the plans, which will 
now go before East Cambridgeshire 
District Council, basing with Forest 
Heath District Council.

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POLICING 

Inspectors rate 
police as good 


SUFFOLK police have been 
rated “good” at keeping peo¬ 
ple safe and reducing crime 
in the county. 

A report, published last 
week by Her Majesty’s In¬ 
spectorate of Constabulary 
(HMIC), said the force was 
good at delivering “the most 
important responsibilities 
of a police force”. 

It rated officers highly in 
reducing crime, keeping 
people safe and preventing 
crime and anti-social be¬ 
haviour. 

However, the report said 
there were “some areas for 
improvement” in services 
to keep vulnerable people, 
particularly children, safe. 

Inspectors judged this 
to “require improvement”, 
alongside 26 other forces in 
the country including Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

It said: “Suffolk Constab¬ 
ulary generally provides a 
good service in identifying 
vulnerable people and re¬ 
sponds well to them. 

“However, there are sever- 
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al areas where improvement 
is needed to ensure the ser¬ 
vice is consistent and that 
vulnerable people, particu¬ 
larly children, are kept safe.” 

“The constabulary needs 
to do more to ensure it pro¬ 
vides a consistent and co¬ 
ordinated response to miss¬ 
ing and absent children.” 

It added that sometimes 
teams investigating rape 
and child abuse investiga¬ 
tions had an “unacceptably 
high” workload, causing it to 
become unmanageable and 
leading to “delays in investi¬ 
gation and a reduced service 
to the victim”. 

The force said eight ad¬ 
ditional detectives and 12 
staff investigators had been 
brought into the Protecting 
Vulnerable People (PVP) di¬ 
rectorate in the last year and 
the Priority Crime Team had 
been brought in to support 
the work of the rape and se¬ 


rious sexual offences teams. 

The rest of the report 
praised the police. 

Tim Passmore, Police and 
Crime Commissioner, said, 
“It is clear from the report 
that the constabulary is 
maintaining its high level of 
performance, working well 
with partners and working 
hard to prevent reoffending 
- a key part of Suffolk’s Po¬ 
lice and Crime Plan.” 

“I’m pleased to see that 
the HMIC recognised the 
constabulary’s ongoing 
work with mental health 
professionals to support 
those suffering from mental 
health issues; this has been 
a major piece of work across 
the county. 

“It is particularly pleasing 
that the inspectors high¬ 
lighted our commitment to 
a strong local policing pres¬ 
ence.”

CAN your child afford to buy you 
flowers this Mother’s Day? Does 
your child get regular pocket mon¬ 
ey - or do you just bung them some 
cash as and when needed? 

Dragons’ Den star Sarah Willing¬ 
ham is a firm believer that pocket 
money should be “earned not ex¬ 
pected”. 

The consumer champion and 
businesswoman, who has four chil¬ 
dren, has worked with credit check¬ 
ing company Experian to develop a 
free app called Jangle, to help chil¬ 
dren aged between seven and 11 to 
develop money skills. 

Experian’s research has found that 
85 per cent of parents who hand out 
pocket money say their children do 
not always have to do anything in 
return for it.

More than half (59 per cent) of par¬ 
ents who give their children pocket 
money do so every week, forking out 
£8.07 on average, Experian’s survey 
of more than 1,500 parents found. 

But one in ten just hand out pock¬ 
et money when their child asks for 
it - handing over £54.31 typically 
per time. 

Previous research suggests that 
children tend to form their money 
habits from a very young age. 

And as we know from watching 
Dragons’ Den, entrepreneurial hope¬ 
fuls who don’t have a grip on their 
finances swiftly run into trouble 
during pitches. 

Willingham feels strongly about 
setting youngsters up with vital

money know-how to help them 
throughout their lives. 

She says she will “never forget” 
the value of the money she earned 
on a paper round as a youngster. 

Willingham says: “If you’re given 
a pound and then you go and spend 
that pound, it’s very different to if 


you’ve spent half an hour sweeping 
leaves.” 

She adds: “I do think that pocket 
money is actually a perfect place to 
start because pocket money is of¬ 
ten the first time that children have 
any relationship with money really 
themselves, they have something in 
their pocket. 

“By encouraging kids at a young 
age to earn that money, not just 
handing it out, and to save for things 
is a great place to start because often 
that conversation is child-led.” 

Experian’s research found that 
while parents tended to see them¬ 
selves as the biggest influence on 
their children’s attitudes and be¬ 
haviours towards money, they also 
ranked celebrities as having a bigger 
influence than teachers. 


Willingham was “really lucky” 
that her mother took a big interest in 
financial education. 

She says: “I left school with a good 
relationship with money. I knew 
what credit was and what that actu¬ 
ally meant. I knew what a student 
loan meant, I knew that if I took this 
house I was going to have to pay gas 
and electricity and water and poll 
tax, as I think it was at the time, and 
all that kind of stuff.” 

So how else can parents start mon¬ 
ey conversations with their children? 
Willingham will often chat to her 
children about prices and weighing 
up deals when shopping. 

She also says her children played 
at setting up a “restaurant” in their 
home and they discussed all the 
costs that went into serving food.

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Brexit could hit drivers 
with big-time fuel hikes 



BREXIT: A no-brainer in motoring terms. Apparently 


A DECISION to leave the 
European Union could 
lead to UK families 
paying hundreds of pounds 
more to fill up their cars, a 
motoring organisation has 
warned. 

Petrol prices may rise by 
as much as 18.7 pence per 
litre following a Brexit vote in 
the upcoming referendum, 
according to AA analysis 
released exclusively to the 
Press Association. 

The study stated that this 
"worst case scenario" could 
become a reality if a fall in the 
value of sterling as a result of 
the UK pulling out of the EU is 
combined with a rebound in 
the price of oil. 

A Goldman Sachs report 
published earlier this month 
predicted that the pound 
could tumble by up to 20 per 
cent in the wake of Brexit. 

The AA warned that could 
mean a two-car family who 
refuel twice a month would 
pay £494 more for petrol each 
year if it happened alongside a 
rebound in the price of oil to 
more than 90 US dollars. 

It said this could occur if oil 


cartel Opec agrees production 
limits and US drivers 
continue to increase petrol 
consumption. 

The fall in the value of the 
pound could lead to a £137 
rise in the cost of filling up 
even without any change in oil 
prices, the AA found. 

The referendum is expected 
to be held on June 23. 

Edmund King, AA president, 
said: "We don't take a view 
as to whether the UK should 
leave the European Union 
as that is up to the people to 


decide in a referendum. 

"However, even before the 
referendum vote, it seems 
that financial reports suggest 
leaving the EU could lead to 
a sharp fall in the value of the 
pound which in turn could hit 
pump prices within days. 

"The instability of the 
pound - combined with Opec 
countries already looking to 
freeze oil output and the usual 
increase in fuel use during the 
US motoring season - could 
mean a significant hike in 
petrol costs."

TRYSTER demonstrated an 
impressive turn of foot to claim 
the Group Three Dubai Millenium 
Stakes at Meydan. 

Trained by Charlie Appleby the 
five-year-old was one of the stars of 
the all-weather campaign in Britain 
last year, winning each of his five 
starts including the Winter Derby 
and the Easter Classic. 

However, he failed to sparkle when 
switched to turf for the Brigadier 
Gerard Stakes last May and was then 
off the track until returning to win a 
conditions event on the Chelmsford 
all-weather in September. 

Tryster showed he has no issues 
with the Meydan turf in the 10-fur¬ 
long event last Thursday though, as he 
was delivered with a perfectly-timed 


challenge down the centre of the track 
by William Buick. 

The rider did not have to get 
serious with his mount to stretch 
clear in the final furlong, eventually 
seeing off fellow Godolphin runner 
Haafaguinea with ease. 

Appleby is now looking towards 
World Cup night on March 26, for 
which RaceBets make Tryster a 4-1 
shot behind 3-5 favourite Solow in 
the Dubai Turf. 

He said: “On paper he obviously 
had to be very competitive, it’s just 
the question mark was there about 
whether he could show what he’s 
done on the all-weather on the turf. 
Quite clearly he has done that.

and then I remembered they went 
steady in the Easter Classic that day 
and that was his most impressive 
turn of foot that we saw. I’m just 
delighted the horse has put that 
performance up on turf as it opens 
more options for him now. 

“With the performance he’s put 
up, you would have to hope he 
would be bang there (in Group One 
company) and he deserves to turn 
up in those sort of races. 

“On World Cup night, the compe¬ 
tition is going to be a lot stiffer than 


we have met this evening but the 
horse would have thrived out of that. 

“He’s a big confidence horse, 
so he will have gained a lot of 
confidence again tonight, and we 
will see how he comes out of it and 
maybe take a look at the Jebel Hatta 
or go straight for the Dubai Turf.” 

Meanwhile, Emotionless will be 
targeted at one of the 2000 Guineas 
trials this spring after recovering 
from the knee injury he suffered at 
the end of his juvenile campaign. 

Appleby’s exciting son of Shamardal 
was hugely impressive on his race¬ 
course debut at Newmarket last sum¬ 
mer and looked a potential world- 
beater when slamming his rivals in 
the Champagne Stakes at Doncaster. 

His much-anticipated clash with 


Air Force Blue in the Dewhurst was 
rather one-sided, however, as Aidan 
O’Brien’s charge confirmed his 
place as red-hot favourite for the 
Guineas and Emotionless trailed 
home last of the seven runners. 

Subsequent X-rays revealed a 
chip in his left fore knee, but he 
is now back on the gallops and 
Appleby is looking forward to his 
three-year-old campaign. 

He said: “He’s been cantering for 
three or four weeks and hopefully 
he’ll progress towards a trial and 
we’ll see where we stand. 

“We’ll see what the ground is like 
and what else is turning up for the 
Craven and the Greenham nearer 
the time and make a plan, but he’s 
sound and everything is going well.”

VICTORIA Pendleton could head 
to Wincanton on March 2 for a race 
which could make or break her 
Cheltenham Festival aspirations. 

The double Olympic cycling 
champion made an inauspicious 
start over regulation fences at 
Fakenham on Friday when she was 
unseated from Pacha Du Polder at 
the seventh fence of a three-mile 
hunter chase. 

The Mildenhall Cycling Club life 
member still hopes to compete 
in the St James’s Place Foxhunter 
Chase at Cheltenham next month, 
but how she gets on at Wincanton, 
where she is likely to ride the same 
horse, could shape her destiny. 

Pacha Du Polder’s trainer Paul 
Nicholls said: “She got unseated - 
it happens to us all - but she’s got 
to look at it, learn from it and gain 
experience. 

“It was just a bit of an unfortunate 
incident. She’s a novice rider and 
she’s done very well in a short time, 
but she’s just got to keep on learning. 

“Obviously she needs a clear round 
to be able to get to Cheltenham. 

“You don’t want an incident like 
on Friday on the back of going to 
Cheltenham, which is a big ask. 

“I do think we need to run again 
somewhere to get a clear round. We 
might well go to Wincanton - there’s 
a two-and-a-half-mile hunter chase 
there - and if we can get everything 
to go well again, fine. 

“Between us all, we are going to 
have a sit down and talk about it and 
make sure we all do the right thing. 

“If we’re not happy, we’re not 
happy, but if she can get a nice, 
clear round in a fortnight’s time and 
everything goes right, then we’d be 
back on track.”
